CHICAGO, June 4.—Mme. Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink, famous opera star, 
wearing a handsome black summer 
zown, waving a fan and making fre- 
quent use of smelling salts, entered 
Judge Sullivan’s court today to state 
her ‘case for divorce against William 
Rapp Jr. 

In one corner of the room stood the 
defendant surrounded by friends, an: 
in another the singer, with her friends 
There was a large crowd of onlookers, 
mostly anxious to see what a prima 
donna looks like off the stage. 

It required most of the forenoon to 
fill the jury box. The singer accuses 
her husband of misconduct. 

Elias Mayer, attorney for the com- 
plainant, named Mrs. Catherine E. Dean 
of New York City as corespondent. 

“I Do Washing, Too.” 

“We will show,” he declared, ‘that 
this defendant lived at the apartment of 
the corespondent, at 937 Holmes street, 
and that later they were together at 
2729 Manhattan avenue. We will show 
}+that Rapp sent Mrs. Dean a diamond en- 
gagement ring and that he wrote her 2 
letter in which he said »e had no steady 
income, but would send her $25 a week 
if she would be satisfied.”’ 

Counsel for Rapp, who has filed 2 
cross-bill, deferred their statement to 
the jury. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink, the first wit- 
ness, gave her residence as 3672 Michi- 
gan avenue. Her domestic traits were 
remembered by the spectators with 
smiles when, in insisting that this was 
her real home, the witness said: 

“When I am here I live there and 
every day I help in tidying up and 
cleaning the place. I do washing, too.’ 

She and Rapp separated a year ago. 

Direct examination by Attorney Mayer 
ceased abruptly without any ‘attempt 
to go into the life of the witness with 
Rapp or his alleged relations with Mrs. 
Dean. 

She Is 53; Has Eight Children, 

The singer shed tears as she spoke 
of improving her house in New Jersey 
and she apologized for her limited com- 
mand of English. 

She has eight children, one adopted, 
and seven by previous marriages. The 
oldest she said is 32 years of age. 

Ben M. Smith, counsel for Rapp, di- 
rected his first queries to ascertain 
whether the witness, who was born in 
Prague, Austria, 53 years ago, has a 
right to sue in this country. She said 
she had been singing in the United 
States for 15 years. 

‘‘Were you ta home last Christmas?’ 
she was asked. 

‘‘At home last Christmas? Of course 
I was: I couldn’t forget the most im- 
portant things in my life,” she answered. 

In June of last year the singer went 
to Culver, Ind., to be present at the 
graduation of her son, Franz George 
Washington Heink. 

“Did you go alone?” asked Smith. 

“My daughter, my chauffeur, my 
cooks, my waiters and a gentleman went 
with me,’’ was the reply. 


T. R. BITTERLY ATTACKED 
BY NEWSPAPER IN MADRID 


MADRID, June 4.—Commenting on the 
coming visit of Col. Roosevelt, El Im- 
parcial, the foremost newspaper in 
Spain, publishes a bitter anti- Roosevelt 
editorial.

MADRID, June 4.—Because Ambassa- 
dor Willard desires to observe all the 
requirements of the Spanish laws, the 
magistrate of the Buena Vista district 
will perform the civi] marriage cere- 
mony for Miss Belle Willard, the Am- 
bassador’s daughter, and Kermit 
Roosevelt, June 10.

the ceremony will take place. 

Cabinet Ministers to Attend. 

The formal witnesses doubtless will 
include Eduardo Dato, the Spanish Pre- 
mier; the Marquis of Lema, the Minis- 
ter of State; Myron T. Herrick, the 
American- Ambassador in Paris, and 
Col. Roosevelt: The religious servic« 
will take place at noon the next day in 
the chapel of the British Embassy. The 
chapel is in a pavilion in the embassy 
grounds. 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel N. Watson, pas- 
tor of the American Protestant Episco- 
pa] Church in Paris, will perform the 
service, assisted by the Rev. Herbert 
Brown, chaplain of the British Embassy 
in Madrid.

with automobiles. 

At present persons trying to board the 
Olive cars on the west side of Broad- 
way, just before the turn into Olive 
street, frequently have to pick their way 
between automobiles which are parked 
along the curb. They also have to risk 
being hit by cars approaching in the 
narrow space left for passage between 
the stationary machines and the car 
track. 

The same condition obtains at the 
northeast corners of Seventh and Olive 
and Tenth and Olive streets, where 
many shoppers have oceasion to take 
the cars. Automobiles stand in the way 
and women, sometimes with children in 
their arms, have to dodge other ma- 
chines, driven by chauffeurs who disre- 
gard the law forbidding them to pass 
standing street cars with less than a 
six-foot clearance. 

The Street Commissioner said Thurs- 
day he would not issue any new order 
for a few days. as he wished to get the 
new Sixth and Seventh street one-way 
regulations firmly fixed in the minds of 
drivers and the public. But the next 
move, he said, .will be the establishing 
of the new safety zones at the three 
corners named. 

Safety zone signs, like those used on 
Twelfth street, will be placed about 
thirty-six feet from the corner, Talbert 
said, and machines will not be allowed 
to stand along the curb within that dis- 
tance. Machines passing will have to 
keep in the car tracks, and drivers will 
not be permitted to honk people out of 
the way and pass standing street cars. 

The 3%-foot space, Talbert believes, will 
be enough to afford entrance to the 
trailer care which are carried by the 
newer steel cars of the Olive line.

BEATS. VANITIE 
“WV YACHT Rk 


Sailor Falls Into Sea When Fore 
Stay Sail Sheet Parts and 
the Resolute Wins. 


ASOCIATED PRESS BOAT. 
Glencoe, R. I., June 5 (By Wireless). 
—The difficulty of recovering a sailor 
who had fallen overbvard when the 
forestay sail sheet of the yacht Van- 
itie parted caused Captain Dennis 
to withdraw from the third of the 
trial races which are to decide which 
American vessel shall defend 
America’s cup. The race went to 
the Resolute, which crosses the fin- 
ish line of the 18-mile course in 53 


minutes and 60 seconds, unofficial 
time. 


Driving rain and flying spray 
drenched the crews of the cup de- 
fender candidates when the started 
on the race. The official starting 
times were: Vanitie, 1:00:21; Reso- 
lute, 1:01:57. 


A 30-mile wind was blowing and 
the sound was covered with foam. The 
race promised an ideal test of heavy 
weather qualities. The course, as in 
yesterday's race, was to windward 
and leeward, 4% miles across’ the 
sound and back with a repeat. 

The Vanitie crossed the starting 
line more than a minute ahead of her 
rival, but the Resolute pointed high- 
er in the thrash to windward and 
— to cut down the lead. 

he Vanitie crossed the line on the 
Starboard tack 21 seconds after the 
signal. The Resolute was compelled 
to bear away and make another shoot 
for the line. Captain Dennis got such 
a lead than 10 minutes after the start 
the Resolute was nearly a mile 
astern. The thrash to winward was 
a pretty struggle until at 1:25 o’clock 
the forestay sail sheet on the Van- 
itie parted. Meanwhile the Resolute 
rapidly closed up the gap and the 
Vanitie withdrew. 

The Resolute continued and crossed 
the finish line at 1:55:47.

Alton Board of Trade to Charge 
That Piasa Company Gave 
Award to Traction Line. 


Announcement was made Thursday by 
Secretary William Joesting of the Alton 
Board of Trade that the board would 
make complaint to the Public Utilities 
Commission of Illinois against the al- 
leged switching of the Alton lighting 
contract by the Piasa Light and Power 
Co. to the Alton, Granite & St. Louls 
Traction Co. 

It will be represented that in the 
award of the contract to the Piasa com- 
pany competition was eliminated and 
that the Piasa company is not now and 
never has been equipped for furnishing 
light. 

Up to two years ago the contract was 
held by the Alton, Granite & St. Louis 
Co. There was dissatisfaction, and at 
the urging of Mayor Faulstich and 
members of the Council the Piasa com- 
pany was organized. It was supposed 
to have Chicago capital behind it. Pend- 
ing the erection of a plant, for which 
plans were said to have been drawn, an 
arrangement was entered into with the 
Alton, Granite & St. Louis company to 
continue the service. The arrangement 
is still in operation and the Piasa com- 
party is said to have turned over its 
contract to the other company. The con- 
tract is for 2 years. 

The only property on which the Piasa 
company made a tax return last year 
in Madison County was one desk.

VERA CRUZ, June 4.—When you say 
that the United States possesses the 
largest battleship in the world yo"! must 
write very rapidly in order to finish be- 
fore some other nation builds 4 larger 
one. This morning the New York and 
her twin sister, the Texas, are the most 
powerful dreadnaughts afloat. 

But the Pennsylvania will be larger, 
and England and Germany are casting 
lb-inch guns @nd designing ships of 
greater tonnage. Up to the bour of g0- 
ing to press, however, the New York 
is still the biggest of our big sticks. Her 
tonnage is 27,000, her armament is the 
heaviest in the world, her wardroom ta- 
ble the longest, and sine cost $14,000,000. 
She boards and lodges 100 officers and 
men, and at present has as guests Rear 
Admiral Winslow ané his staff and 30 
extra marines, with their tents, cots, 
field guns and munitions, and all of these 
latter fail to overcrowd her guests. 

Ships Chess Men for Admiral. 

With the running of the ship the Ad- 
miral is not much concerned. His mind 
is fixed on a fleet. The ships forming 
that fleet he moves about like chess 
men, the ovean being his chessboard. To 
him the New York is only one of his 
chess men.

Commander Day is con- 
cerned with his personnel. He assigns 
officers to their duties, distributes petty 
officers and men to different divisions of 
50 men each. He is chief executive.

In his lockers 
he has charts for everyone of the seven 
seas. If today he received orders from 
Washington to proceed under forced 
draught to Haiti, to Zanzibar, he has 
in his chartroom the shortest possible 
route. In getting the ship there Chict 
Engineer Lieutenant-Commander Tardy 
would see that every engine pulled her 
share of the load, and should her er- 
rand be one of war, which in these days 
seems unlikely, Ordnance Officer Lieu- 
tenant Rowecliffe would look after the 
big guns and ammunition. 

The housekeeper of the ship, the offi- 
cer who is responsible for every can 
of paint and coil of wire and all that 
goes to make a ship clean, smart and 
serviceable, is Lieutenant-Commander 
Overstreet. Navigation, ordnance and 
engines I must leave to experts today. 
Even they must specialize. No offiggr 
fcan boast he understands every part »%f 
a modern battleship. His time is fully 
occupied if he devotes himself to gun- 
nery, electricity, wireless, fire control, 
naval construction, component parts of 
high explosives, aviation, torpedoes, 
navigation, armament or engines. 


Like a First-Class Hotel, 

Apart from her navigation, guns and 
engines, the New York is like a first- 
class hotel or a floating village. If, in- 
stead of being riveted in between steel 
decks, her shops, offices and store, were 
spread in streets they would form a 
fairly large-sized town. Of this town 
the 130 men with appetites that come 
from exercise and sea air must be fed 
three times each day. Each one is en- 
titled by law to three pounds of food, 
so every 24 hours 3900 pounds are con- 
sumed. 

The American bluejacket is very par- 
ticular about what is served to him, 
and he is very carefully protected. If 
on the bill of fare he is promised layer 
cake and no layer cake is served, that 
harsh treatment of the enlisted men 
must be explained to the Captain by 
the unhappy officer who evolves the 
menus, or the bluejacket can himself 
complain. If he finds a fly in the but- 
ter it is his right to carry that butter 
and that fly to the mast and from there 
it will be borne to the Captain himself. 

When the New York left New York 
she carried 500 barrels of flour, 50,000 
pounds of fresh meat, 25,000 cans of 
tinned fruit, 35,000 cans dried fruits, 18 
kinds of breakfast foods, every vege- 
table, meat and sauce you can think of 
and many you might not like, pickled 
feet, kippered herring, frankfurters, 
oysters, pumpkins and watermelons. I 
am quoting from the list of Paymaster 
Venable. The navy has solved the high 
cost of living. Three meals assembled 
from this choice list cost the depart- 
ment for all three just 35 cents. 

But the bluejacket goes ashore, and 
in the best hotel in Vera Cruz spends 
four times that sum for a tough beef- 
steak smothered in garlic and flies, and 
those flies he cannot take to the mast. 
There are too many. 


Stores of All Kinds. 


In this floating village of his there is 
a clothing store which does a business 
of $39,000 a year, a general store where 
he can buy everything from wrist 
watches, cold cream, gumdrops, sweet- 
meat puffs and velvet kisses to razors, 
plug tobacco and 14 kinds of soap. There 
is a barber shop, a drug store, a hos- 
pital, a telephone exchange with tele- 
phone numbers up to 258, a postoffice 
in which the clerkg are under bond to 
the United States Postal Department, 
with regulation ‘etter boxes on each 
deck, and a bank where each bluejacket 
can deposit his pay and receive 4 per 
cent interest. 

Seventy-five rer cent of the enlisted 
men either put their pay in this bank or 
sent it home. So0 many send all their 
pay home that it is necessary to warn 
them to keep enough out for clothing. 
Paymaster Venable is authority for this 
statement. For the remaining 2% per 
cent I can testify that their pay is spent 
on parrots, watermelons, cabs and post 
cards. Other shops and industries in the 
village of the New York are laundry, 
printing offices, blacksmith shop, car- 
penter shop, machine shop and evapora- 
tor that takes from the ocean 40,000 gal- 
lons of salt water a day and then 
changes it into drinking water, and an 
ice plant that manufactures ice for the

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VENOMOUS RAT 


IN BANANA BUNCH 
IS FIERCE FIGHTER 


Has No Fear of Humans and 
Often Puts Them to 
Flight. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 4.—Its 
tongue darting venomously, tail lashing 
and eyes bloodshot witn anger, 4 
banana rat, which came tc this city by 
stowing away in a shipment of fruit 
from South America, arose to her full 


imperious height of three inches today 
and drove two women clerks and two 
salesmen from a fur store on Nicollet 
avenue. The small creature, whose 
bite is poisonous, had been confined in 
a glass jar and was to be used as a 
window display. Furious in imprison- 
ment, it leaped at the glass stopper, 
bowled it over and escaped. 

With the bravado of a mouse mak- 
ing for a quaking elephant it dashed 
at four persons. Sol Brennan and Wil- 
liam Katzmann formed a rear guard, 
while Mrs. E. M. Sutherland and Miss 
Buge Evanston fled the place. With 
an umbrella Mrs. Brannan sent the rat 
flying toward a corner. Undismayed by 
being catapulted through the air, the 
fighting rodent paused a moment to “‘get 
set” and renewed the attack. The 
salesmen leaped through the door and 
closed it just in time to block the on- 
slaught. 

With the dangerous rat in possession 
the store was shut up and a sign hung 
out, “Dangerous; stay out.” After a 
time, and heavily gloved and armed 
with a cane, William Weisman, propri- 
etor of the fur store, ventured through 
the front door and prepared to lay the 
foe low. Ths battle didn’t occur, for 
the animal escaped under a counter. 
The rat is now believed to be some- 
where in the building and occupants 
are uneasy. 

The banana rat was first captured in 
the office of a fruit company\afterntt) 
had jumped from a bunch of bananas 
and corralled a dozen men in a corner.

BUMBLE BEE, EDISON SAYS 
MAY TEACH AVIATORS 


Wings Car ~ 7000 Times Their 
Weight, --cat Air 200 Times 
a Second. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 4.—Thomas A. 
Edison believes that the humble bumble 
bee holds the secret which aviators have 
failed so far to find. 

As the great inventor and his wife mo- 
tored here for the convention of the 
National Electric Light Association, they 
rested in a shady place and watched 
bees among the leaves. . 

“Do you. know,” said Edison, ‘‘as I 
watched I realized that a real plane, a 
heavier-than-air machine of great 
weight, can be built as soon as we ob- 
tain something that beats the air at the 
rate of 200 times a second.” 

He‘referred to an airship of great 
weight, gaining his inspiration from the 
bee as the Wright brothers gained theirs 
from observation of the buzzard. 

“That bumble bee,” he said, “was 1 
inch long, % of an inch in diameter, with 
a wing % inch wide and % of an inch 
long. The wings wéighed a milligram— 
that bee weighed 7000 times more than 
his wings. If we can only get to that— 


wing—that is the thing. The bee's wings 
beat the air 200 times a second.

FEDERAL GRAND 
JURY RETURNS

Theft of Check Written by W.

ment and automatically reduce the tax 
rate was explained to the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange Wednesday afternoon 
by Freeholder Samuel Rosenfeld. Fol- 
lowing speeches by Rosenfeld and Wil- 
bur B. Jones, the exchange voted un- 
animously to indorse the charter and 
lend its support to the campaign for its 
adoption. 

Under the efficiency system there will 
be none but competent employes on the 
city payroll, Rosenfeld declared. There 
will be a consolidation of the engineer- 
ing forces of the different departments 
of the Board of Public Improvements. 


Employes of any department, when 
there is no work for them to do, may be 
transferred to any other department 
where there ts work. 

This system, he asserted, would pre- 
vent city employes from being idle a 
considerable portion of their time, and 
combined with the efficiency system 
would result in materially reducing the 
amount of money paid out in salaries, 
which Rosenfeld said now amounted to 
more than $10,000,000 a year. 

Two Big Cities Have “Spoilx System.” 

St. Louis and Baltimore are the only 
two large cities where the “spoils sys- 
tem” prevails, Rosenfeld said. All the 
other big cities have adopted the ef- 
ficiency system. Cities like Boston and 
Cleveland, which recently have adopte‘ 
new charters, Rosenfeld said, are mak: 
ing great progress. The standing of St 
Louis as the “Fourth City” is being 
threatened by both Boston and Cleve- 
land, he declared. 

The real estate men showed a deep 
interest in Rosenfeld’s explanation of the 
municipal ownership powers conferred 
on the city by the new charter. The 
fact that the new charter provides that 
the city may have the power to own any 
kind of public utility and issue bonds 


‘jagainst it to pay for the property ap- 


pealed strongly to the real estate men. 

Rosenfeld said he went to Chicago to 
investigate the method of handling the 
street car situation there. Under an 
agreement between the city and the sur- 
face line railways, Rosenfeld said, Chi- 
cago has already acquired a fund >of 
$14,000,000 from franchise privileges, and 


by the time the franchises expire in 1927 
the city will have $50,000,000 to apply to 
their purcnase. 

‘And what will St. Louis have under 
its antiquated system?’’ Rosenfeld asked 
‘“‘We have incorporated in the new char- 
ter the exact franchise provisions «/ 
Chicago, so that the city may at som: 
future time take advantage of th: 
street car situation, just as Chicago har 
done.”’ 


Explains New Methods. 
He explained how the finances of the 


city would be handled by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, comprised 
of the Mayor, the Comptroller and presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. He 
drew the attention of the real estat: 
men to the fact that Comptroller Playe: 
recently recommended a tax rate o* 
$2.30, but that the Municipal Assembly 
arbitrarily increased it to $2.35, and that 
as the result of a fight between the 
Council and the House of Delegates 
$150,000 had been provided for in the ap- 
propriations bill, without knowing what 
it was to be used for. 

Jones, who had been secretary to the 
Board of Freeholders, answered many 
questions asked by the real estate mer 
with respect to condemnation proceed 
ings and the workings of the Assessor's 
office. 

Fred G. Zeibig, who was a member of 
the 1910 Board of Freeholders, said that 
while the proposed charter did not suit 
him as well as thé one he helped to 
write, he thought it was an admirable 
instrument and moved that a vote of 
thanks be tendered to the Board of 
Freeholders for their work in writinz 
the charter. He also seconded the mo- 
tion to indorse the charter and co-oper- 
ate with the Citizens’ Campaign Commit- 
tee for its adoption. 

Rowe Opposes Charter. 
President Bokern and the secretary of 
the Exchange will become members of 
the Charter Campaign Committee. To- 
ward the close of the meeting a mem- 
ber brought in a copy of a letter writ- 
ten by Thomas J. Rowe, member of 
the Board of Freeholders, opposing the 
charter. Rosenfeld declared that Rowe 
had voted for every article in the new 
charter with the exception of the article 
creating the legislative scheme. His ob- 
jection to that was that it provided for 
°8 members, when Rowe wanted 14. 
“With the single exception of the 
legislative provisions of this charter it 
represents practically the unanimous 
views of the 13 members of the Board 
of Freeholders,” Rosenfeld said. ‘‘It 
was not until a few days before 
adjournment that objection was raised 
on that point.”

NEW CHARTER. 
Article ITI.—Recall. 

Section 1. Any elective officer may be recalled 
by the voters of she City, or if he shall have 
been elected by the voters of a ward or district, 
then by the voters of such ward or district, as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. A petition for such recall shall be 
signed by registered voters equal in number to 
twenty per cent of all the registered voters of the 
City at whe time of the last preceding regular 
mayorality election; provided, that in such num- 
ber shall be included twenty per cent of the regis- 
tered voters at said time in each of at least two- 
| thirds of the wards of the City; provided further, 
that if the officer shall have been elected by the 
voters of a ward or district, the petition need be 
signed by only twenty per cent of all the regis- 
tered voters therein at the time of said mayoralty 
election. 

Section 3. The signatures need not all be ap- 
pended to one paper, but all papers comprising 
the petition shall be uniform in character and 
shall each be verified by affidavit stating that 
each signature thereto was made in affiant’s 
presence by, as affiant verily believes, the person 
whose name it purports to be. Each signer shall 
state, opposite his signature, his residence ad- 


dress. Any person shall be deemed a registered 
voter whose name is unerased on the registration 
books. 

Section 4. Hach of the papers comprising the 
petition shall state the name and office of the 
officer whose recall is sought and ask for his re- 
call before any signature is appended thereto. 

Section 5. All papers comprising the petition 
shall be assembled by the petitioners and filed 
with the Board of Hlection Commissioners as one 
instrument, and within ten days thereafter said 
Board shall find and certify as to the sufficiency 
of the petition, stating the number of registered 
voters signing. If the petition is certified to be 
insufficiently signed, supplemental papers con- 
forming to the requirements for the originals 
may be filed within twenty days thereafter, and 
said Board, within ten days after such supple 
ments are filed, shall find and certify as to the

COMMENTS ON THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLE 3. 


The princtple of the recall is adopted in many American cities and is persuasively demanded 
by public sentiment. Its substantial value is still open to discussion, but its inclusion in a mod- 
ern charter is an indispensable condition. The provisions in the proposed new charter are conserva- 
tive because the policy is new. The power of recall is carefully drawn with the intention to safe- 


The removal ‘of a corrupt or incompetent officer appeals to all classes of employers, whether a 
municipal corporation, private corporation or individual, but the power should be exercised with 
care and just regard for all concerned. Section 2 of this article requires the signatures of not less 
than 20 per cent of the registered voters in at least each of two-thirds of the wards of the city to 
In other words, if the Mayor or Comptroller should, in the perform- 
ance of his office. offend North St. Louis, the voters of that particular section of the city could 
The same rule would apply to any other section of 
the city. The offending officer under the provisions of the new charter, must have go conducted 
himself as to array at least 20 per cent of the registered voters of each of two-thirds of the wards 
of the entire city. This prevents hasty, prejudiced opinion from invoking an expense upon the city 
and a burden upon the officer.

The principle of conservatism and caution is further established by section 9, which provides 
that no recall petition may be filed within the first six months or the last six months of the term 
of office, nor within six months after a recall has been defeated. This principle of conservatism 
in the recall provision is further emphasized by the provision of section 6 that a resignation or 
removal by impeachment shall discontinue the application for recall election, and by the provision 
which exctades the election of a possible successor at the recall election.

It is certain, following 
the Pitcher Johnson decision, that 
litigation in one form or another will 
prevent the third league from using, 
this season, any of the big — 
men who have been obtained after 
they had signeq Organized Baseball 
contracts. “This will mean a year of 
serious loss, when the gameness of 
every capitalist in the organization 
will be tested to the full, 

In event the season end sees, the 
legal justification of the Federals, a 
war-to-the-knife along financial lines 
will result in the scramble for men, 


and in this the Federals’ will in- 
evitably get the worst of it. Not be- 


cause of lack of money, necessarily: 
but because it will find every big 
league player of real class tied up to 
a two or three year contract without 
the slightest illegal taint to it in the 
way of 10-day or reserve clauses. 

On the other hand the cost to Or- 
ganized Baseball will be such that 
there will probably no® be a dallar of 
profit made by any club for the next 
three seasons. ‘

Municipal Life Guard Captain 
Declares He Has Failed to 
Find Any Other Kind.

After several hours of pains-taking in- 
vestigation at the Soulard street swim- 
ming pool, captain of the Municipal 
Life Guards Thomas Whitaker an- 
nounced that the only thing he has 
yet encountered remotely resembling a 
“life saver’ was a mint julep, and that 
depended on’ the temperature for its 
efficiency. 


Whitaker is on a still hunt for twenty 
sure enough man-preserving life guards, 
capable of making more revolutions of 
a tank per minute than a Diesel engine. 
He tried out 35 applicants for the i- 
tions, Tuesday, assisted by Park Com- 
missioner Dwight Davis and Play- 
grounds Commissioner Rodowe Abeken 
and of the 35 he kept the names of 
15 not because they were satisfactory 
but because they were the least bad, ac- 
cording to efficiency tests, of the squad 
tried out. 

While endeavoring to perform one of 
the tests assigned him by Whitaker, one 
of the applicants became so exhausted 
as to require the aid of his fellow ‘‘life 
savers’ in getting out of the tank. 

A second tryout was begun today at 
the Soulard pool and Whitaker hopes 
for better luck.
